MORE TELEVIS ION APPROVED FOR ROCHESTER. 

Biggest news for TVuiers in the Rochester area, was the 
announcement that the FCC had granted approval to radio 
stations WHEC and WVET to operate Very High Frequency 
Television on Channel 10. The two stations, working to¬ 
gether, will provide a 7 day schedule signing on at 
9:30 a.m,and going off the air af midnight. The time 
sharing application was agreed upon by the two stations 
in order to bring a second television station to the 
Rochester area more quickly. Present plans call for a 
CBS TV affiliation which meads that some of the programs 
now carried over WHAM-TV will be seen instead over the 
new station when it gets into operation. Tests of 
Channel 10 are expected by mid-summer with September as 
the tentative date for regular operation,
